Supervisors Do
AlondraPark
About-Face

When some 25 protesting 
residents of tho Alomlra Park 
district left the Board of Su­ 
pervisors assembly room April 
9, they thought the county 
had rejected an emergency or­ 
dinance prohibiting business 
and manufacturing develop­ 
ment hi that area.

They were correct; the su­ 
pervisors had, by a vote of 3 
to 2.

But April 10 Supervisor Ray­ 
mond V. Darby, who hail fav­ 
ored passage of the measure, 
persuaded hoard members Wil­ 
liam A. Smith, Itoger Jessup 
and tieonard .1. Roach to do an 
nbout-face and vote for the 

law.
At < the meeting April 10 

Darby warned the protestants 
that unless the emergency 
measure was adopted, oil 
companies would he able to 
drill anywhere In the district 
merely by obtaining a permit 
from thu county.

Under the new ordinance, 
oil drilling Is prohibited with­ 
in 300 feet of any dwelling In 
the district.

The area affected Is. 10 
miles square lying inside the 
Incorporated cities of Haw­ 
thorne, Inglewood, Gurdena 
and Torrance.

Goods Bought 
In L. A. Subject 
To New Sales Tax

Los Angeles taxpayers will 
feel the first effects of the city's 
new revenue measures Saturday, 
May 11, when both the sales and 
the fabricators tax ordinances 
go into effect.

The sales lax Is a one-half 
cent on thn dollar city tax on 
all retail purchases, which in 
addition to the two and one- 
half cent state sales tax will 
amount to three cents on a dol­ 
lar for Los Angeles residents.

The fabricators tax is a li­ 
cense tax on manufacturers en­ 
gaged in processing, repairing 
or servicing of merchandise, and 
who are not subject' to business 
licenses. The fabricators will pay 
$12 on the first 12,000 or less 
of gross receipts, plus one dol­ 
lar a year for each additional 
$1000.

Wholesalers and retailers busi­ 
ness license tax ordinances are 
due to go into effect on Jan. 
1st, 1917.

The fifth tax ordinance, adopt­ 
ed recently by the Los Angeles 
city council, the occupational 
tax, has not yet been approved 
by Mayor Fietcher Bowron.
